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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. This action is in response to the amendment file on December 29, 2004. Claims 
1 and 5 have been amended. Claims 9 and 10 have been newly added. Claims 1-10 
are pending. 

2. The drawings and specification have been updated to overcome objections. 

3. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Coan (US Patent No. 6,584,321). 

As to claim 1 , Coan teaches an information control device to provide for the 
selection of bearer services for sending data over a network comprising: a server for 
retrieving a tagged document comprising (i) at lest one bearer service tage having a 
type indication indicating a preferred bearer service and a plurality of servie parameters 
associated with the preferred bearer service and (ii) data to be sent by the bearer 
service indicated by said bearer services tag, wherein the server is also capable of 
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thereafter transmitting the data by the bearer service indicated by said bearer services 
tag. (col 3, lines 60-67; col 4, lines 1-12; col 6, lines 16-50) 

As to claim 3, Coan teaches an information control device of claim 1 , where in 
the bearer service is TDMA. (col 1 , lines 25-42) 

Claims 5 and 7 are essentially the method for the above mentioned device and 
are thus rejected under similar rationale. 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Coan (US Patent No.6584321 ) and further in view of Anderson et al (US PGPUB 

2003/0012217). 

As to claims 2 and 6, Coan teaches the information control device and method of 
claims 1 and 5, respectively. However, with regards to the limitation "wherein the 
bearer service is GSM", Coan does not explicitly indicate the bearer service being GSM. 

Anderson et al teaches radio access over a radio interface in a UMTS based 
upon WCDMA, TDMA, and GSM. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the 
teachings of Anderson et al into those of Coan to make the system more flexible. GSM, 
TDMA, and WCDMA, are known in the art as 2 nd generation systems and are commonly 
used. Therefore it would be extremely advantageous for the present system to 
incorporate these services and allow the document to be transferred using its preferred 
service. 

As to claims 4 and 8, Coan teaches the information control device and method of 
claims 1 and 5, respectively. However, with regards to the limitation "wherein the 
bearer service is WCDMA", Coan does not explicitly indicate the bearer service being 
GSM. 

Anderson et al teaches radio access over a radio interface in a UMTS based 
upon WCDMA, TDMA, and GSM. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the 
teachings of Anderson et al into those of Coan to make the system more flexible. GSM, 
TDMA, and WCDMA, are known in the art as 2 nd generation systems and are commonly 
used. Therefore it would be extremely advantageous for the present system to 
incorporate these services and allow the document to be transferred using its preferred 
service.

Claims 9 and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
